and schooled by wisely directed play, so 
also the boy finds in his periods of re¬ 
laxation the opportunity for develop¬ 
ment through recreational education or 
educational recreation. A few years 
ago such work was almost entirely lack- 
Jut to-day every educational insti¬ 
tution is seeking a chance to develop the 
boy wisely during the sultry vacation 
period. 

- , The Young Men’s Christian Associa¬ 
tion State Committee has just issued 
its annual announcement of the sum¬ 
mer programme, which is suggestive of 
many attractive features that will appeal 
to both parents and boys. For two or 
three years the committee has been re¬ 
quested by school principals and teach¬ 
ers to introduce at their summer camp 
on the shores of Lake Wawayanda, a 
vacation school for boys, for they felt 
the need of a place where they could 
encourage their students to attend for 
fummer instruction. These requests be¬ 
came so urgent last year that a special 
committee was appointed, consisting of 
Lester Meseroll, supervising principal 
Bernards township; Charles F. Lodor, 
supervising principal Grammar Schools 
4 and II, Passaic, and J. C. Neff, a 
teacher at New Market. These school 
men have kept in mind—in all of their 
plans—the boys conditioned in one or 
two subjects as well as those who have 
failed in their work. . The boys will 
have individual instruction by teachers 
who are tactful, experienced, and suc¬ 
cessful men from the schools of New' 
Jersey, w'ho understand boy nature and 
how to deal with it 
The school will open July 2 and will 
be located on the top of Wawayanda 
mountain, overlooking the beautiful lake 
of that name. Two terms of four 
weeks each will be conducted, and the 
boys will be required to spend the 
morning in • regular studies. The 
afternoon will be devoted to recreation 
and out-door enjoyment 

Charles R. Scott of Newark, the 
camp director and the State secretary 
for boys’ work of file Young Mens 
Christian Associations, is encouraged by 
the resjxjnse on the part of school men. 
and states that the associaton had 
presented to them an exceptional oppor¬ 
tunity to help boys at a time when they 
needed assistance in tneir school work. 

in addition to the school, the camp 
offers many other educational advan¬ 
tages, for Charles T. Kilborne and the 
members of his committee have ar¬ 
ranged for the attendance of Com¬ 
modore W. E. Longfellow- of the United 
State Volunteer Life Saying Corps to 
instruct in swimming and life saving. 
Observation tours to crearperies, saw¬ 
mills and farms will be tal^n, and the 
boys will have explained to them by 
the proprietors stock-raising, farming 
and cutting timber. ' JcJhh H. Van 
Gelder, a practical surveyor, will take 
bi-weekly trips with ‘parties of older 
boys to survey the mountain tract. The 
shop, located ip the camp lodge, has been 
greatly improved, and rustic manual 
work will be included, under competent 
leadership. The dark room is fully 
equipped and to encourage the boys in 
this art, a beautiful silver cup will be 
awarded in a photographic competition. 

Percy W. Pierce of Philadelphia, 
holder of American records for the last 
three years, and awarded sixteen 
prizes in public competition, has been 
engaged to conduct a class in model 
aeroplanes. The wireless station is 
being better equipped than, last year, and 
it is expected that unusual interest will 
be taken in this during the coming sum- 
iper, The weather reports will be re¬ 
ceived daily from the Bureau of Agri¬ 
culture and several well-known lec¬ 
turers are expected to give illustrated 
talks on “Forestry”, “The Romance of 
the Sky”, “Birds” and other nature 
study subjects. Last year the boys dis¬ 
covered in one afternoon thirty-seven 
vareties of bw ‘v 

Mr. H. ‘ B. Kimmel, the State 
geologist, revealed the wonderful forma¬ 
tion of tlfc Wawayanda section and 
Alfred GaskiH, the State forester, and 
J P. Lipman, soil chemist and pro¬ 
fessor of agriculture at Rutgers, co¬ 
operate in helping these growing boys. 

Arrangements rre bring made to v- 
commodate four hundred boys, an i at 
this early date over one hundred have 
already enrolled, and promises to be one 
of the most successful from an edu¬ 
cational standpoint 


John Burroughs. 

A. (1) Luther Burbank was born at 
Lancaster, Mass., in 1849 and worked as 
a wood turner and pattern-maker before 
devoting himself to horticulture. His 
first experiments with plants were made 
at a farm which he boight at Lunen¬ 
burg/ Mass., and there he developed the 
famus Burbank potato. In 1875 he 
located at Santa Rosa, Cal, where some 
of his most important work has been 
done and where also, pwing to the ad¬ 
vantageous climate, be has been able 
to develop his English walnut, sugar 
prune, Japanese pluqjs, peaches, apples, 
berries and flowers. (2) John Bur¬ 
roughs was born at Roxbury, N. Y., in 
1837, worked on his father’s farm and 
attended school until he. was seventeen, 
when he began to teach school. He 
was appointed to a place in the treasury 
department in 1863 and rose to be chief 
of the organization division' of the 
bureau of national banks. Leaving 
Washington in 1872, Mr. Burroughs es¬ 
tablished himself at a farm on the Hud¬ 
son river, New York. His literary style 
is direct and graceful and his books 
have done much to create popular in¬ 
terest in nature study. His attack on 
the animal stories which he char¬ 
acterized as “sham natural history” ap¬ 
peared in the Atlantic Monthly in 1904.

Wants Three-Ceot Pieces. 

Patriotic citizens are constantly com¬ 
ing to the front with panaceas for the 
evils under which we live in this 
country. One of the latest of these 
patriots is spending a great deal of 
money in stationery and postage stamps 
in an effort to educate the people 
generally, and Congress in particular, 
up to the point of demanding the 
recoinage of three-cent pieces. It is 
argued that this minor coin is demanded 
as a business necessity^ now that the 
bargain sales of the department stores 
have become so firmly established. The 
originator of the idea of the recoinage 
of this coin is probably not old enough 
to remember that in the days before the 
Civil war millions of tiny silver coins, 
with a mint mark stamped on them 
which made them legal tender for three 
cents, were coined, and that during the 
days when the only metal coins in 
general circulation were one-cent pieces, 
the treasury' issued “three-cent shin 
plasters."

(i >) Wisconsin abolished it in 1853. 
The Michigan Legislature limited its ap¬ 
plication to treason in 1846. Louisiana 
passed resolutions against capital pun¬ 
ishment in 1830, but no law was put on 
the statute books, the jury making 
recommendation for or against death. 
Rhode Island abolished it in 1852, but 
in 1882 restored it in the case of murder 
done by a prisoner serving a life sen¬ 
tence.

Q. By what process is grain, loaded 
in bulk removed from a steamer at a 
port of destination, like .Antwerp or 
Hamburg?

A. , European ports are frequently 
equipped with pneumatic elevators, which 
raise the grain, either by suction or by 
’ compressed air. An a»r exhausting en¬ 
gine creates a vacuum in a tank, which 
causes the air in the hold of the ship to 
rush up through semi-flexible tubes, 
parrying the grain with it The grain 
falls to the bottom of. the tank,, white 
the air is drawn out through pipes at 
the top. The tank is fitted with- an 
automatic airlock consisting of a metal 
box divided into two sections and so ar¬ 
ranged that when one-h«tff is filled with 
grain it slides around and is emptied 
while the other side is filling. About 
thirty.-five tons of grain an hour are 
.raised by each suction pipe, which is six 
inches in diameter and flexible, so that 
it can be moved from one part of the 
ship to the other. 

Q. Please explain how the mastodon, 
if it was a tropical animal, became 
lodged in the ice in Siberia. ."

A. While thought to have originated 
in Arica or on the continent of Europe, 
the mastodon was not always a tropical 
animal Mastodons were scattered all 
over the world and more than thirty 
species have been found by scientists. 
They are thought to have spread to 
America by. way of Siberia and to have 
travelled down into South America, two 
specimens having been found in Pata¬ 
gonia. Several 6pecies of mastodons 
lived in North America and over a dozen 
skeletons * have beer! mounted for 
museums. It is supposed that the 
species of the cold climates had fur is 
a protection against cold, a great quantity 
of woolly brown hair having been found 
with a skeleton dug up in New York 
State, Why the mastodon disappeared 
is not known, for it is believed to have
